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Military Bid Collapses 
Khanh Retains Control 
As Viet Nam Coup Fails

JAP) — A bloodless military 
uprising aimed at ousting Pre­ 
mier Nguyen Khanh collapsed 
today 
and 
Khanh 
returned 
securely to power in Saigon. He 
called for “discipline, honor and 
unity.” 
The attempted coup faltered 
and died less than 24 hours after 
2.000 rebel troops marched into 
Saigon under orders from their 
dissident commanders to arrest 
Khanh as a traitor. Not a shot 
was fired. 
Khanh subsequently told a 
news conference that the chief 
objective of his government now 
is to destroy communism, colo­ 
nialism and neutralism while 
building through democracy. 
The 37-year-old major gener­ 
al. who is in his eighth month as 
head of South Viet Nam’s U.S.- 
backed 
government, 
said 
he 
was moved by the spirit of unity 
shown by the armed forces. He 
evidently referred to the mili­ 
tary leaders who chose to back 
him in the showdown.

conference table with the top 
officers who saved him from 
ouster. These included the air 
force commander, Brig. Gen. 
Nguyen Cao Ky, who held Sai­ 
gon airport against the rebels; 
and the paratroop commander, 
Brig.

Most of the damage was con­ 
fined to the one section of the 
basement. Firemen said Full­ 
m er’s clothing was not burned. 
His injuries were caused by the 
flash fire.

say whether the events would 
bolster or further weaken his I 
shaky hold in the embattled 
country. 
The 
attempted coup, 
engi­ 
neered by a group of dissident 
generals, was not unexpected. 
Rumors that Khanh faced a 
revolt swept the city Saturday. 
It came while Gen. Maxwell 
D. Taylor, the U.S. ambassador, 
was out of the country. He 
returned to the capital early 
today after four days of talks in 
Washington during which U.S. 
officials said 
they concluded 
South Viet Nam needs greater 
political stability to strengthen 
its war against the Communist 
Viet Cong. 
Had the coup succeeded, it 
would have been the third in 
less than a year. President Ngo 
Dinh Diem was overthrown last 


Nov I, and Khanh took power 
Jan. 30 from Gen. Duong Van 
Minh, leader of the anti-Diem 
uprising. 
Khanh 
was 
nearly 
driven from office in August 
and early September by three 
weeks of violent Buddhist and 
s t u d e n t-led 
demonstrations 
against the government. 
The new attempt to seize 
power was led by army gener­ 
als blacklisted by the Buddhists, 
to 
whom 
Khanh 
had 
made 
concessions in an effort to unify 
the nation. The coup collapsed 
primarily because most of the 
units involved were unwilling to 
fight and because 33-year-old 
Gen. Ky staunchly refused to 
surrender the Saigon airport to 
the rebels.

VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 
Paul VI opened the third and 
possibly decisive session of the 
Vatican 
Ecumenical 
Council 
today and called on the bishops 
of the Roman Catholic Church 
to clarify their place in church 
government with regard to him. 
Tile pontiff called this task of 
defining papal-bishop authority 
—■ an issue with overtones for 
Christian unity — the “weigh­ 
tiest and most delicate” task of 
the council. 
He said it would complete the 
concept of papal primary ela­ 
borated at the last ecumenical 
council. He made clear that 
sharing of authority with the 
bishops did not mean a lessen­ 
ing of papal power. 
“As successors of Peter and 
therefore 
possessors 
of 
full 
power over the entire Church, 
we have the duty of heading the 
body of the episcopate,” the 
Pope said. “Nevertheless our 
position in no way defrauds you, 
our brother bishops, of your due 
authority.

When A Chopper Can't Chop 


There is nothing novel about politicians 
promising to cut taxes. 
The oldest rule in politicking is to prom­ 
ise to cut taxes — while increasing spend­ 
ing. 
On that score, this campaign is just an­ 
other round of politicking, with both pres­ 
idential candidates promising to cut taxes 
and control spending. 
But on every other taxing and spending 
score, the 1964 campaign is shaping up as 
a once-in-a-life-time experience. 


THE JOHNSON administration, taking 
up a stalled proposal of the preceding 
Kennedy administration, pushed through 
a significant tax cut last February. 
The bill Congress agreed on cut 1964 
♦axes $7.7 billion and 1965 taxes l i m bil­ 
lion Reduced rates and other provisions 
to ease tax burdens are credited with gen­ 
erating boom conditions in the nation. 
Along with the tax cutting authorized hi 
the administration bill, the Johnson ad­ 
ministration pledged itself to a policy of 
tight budget control. It had been the Ken­ 
nedy administration’s refusal to talk about 
budget control that stalled its tax-cut­ 
ting bill in Congress. 
Comes now an even more forthright idea 
for cutting taxes — Sen. Coldwater’* 
promise in Phoenix, Ariz., to try to re­ 
duce income taxes 25 per cent over a five- 


year period while .stabilizing federal ex­ 
penditures at or near present levels. 
The significance of the Coldwater pro­ 
posal, which its author claims is sounder 
than 
the 
Kennedy - Johnson proposal 
adopted by Congress last February, is its 
provision for automatic (ruts of 5 per cent 
each of five years. 


THIS IS BASED on the theory that an­ 
ticipated expansion of the national econ­ 
omy would more than compensate for the 
reduced income tax rates. Therefore, if 
spending were to be stabilized during the 
same span of years, the federal govern­ 
ment would be at least as well off as if 
it had not reduced the tax rate. 
In this connection, it is of interest that 
the men who have been economic advisers 
to die preceding four presidents met in 
the White House recently to talk things 
over and reached this tentative conclu­ 
sion: 
That expansion of the economy would 
enable the government not only to make 
further tax rate reductions but to begin 
to pay off the national debt if at any time 
the economic expansion threatened to turn 
Into a runaway boom; i.e., inflation. 
For once, taxpayers can’t lose. The hap­ 
py eventuality that had been long awaited 
finally has come to pass — both presi­ 
dential candidates agreeing to cut taxes.

Members of at least one and 
often of more of such groups 
have been in the vortex of vir­ 
tually every major street dis­ 
turbance. And small wonder. A 
typical piece of their "agit­ 
prop” (agitation - propaganda! 
literature is the following from 
the Progressive Labor Move­ 
ment. 
"We intend to find out how to 
elevate every daily struggle of 
the people into revolutionary 
will.” said the PLM’s Marxist 
leninist Quarterly "It’s our in­ 
tend to help build a mass revo­ 
lutionary party. It is our be­ 
lief that the objective condi­ 
tions exist in our country and 
on a world scene for such a 
development 
We will encour­ 
age every revolutionary on- mili­ 
tant tendency among the peo­ 
ple . 


Topping this, one PLM leader 
has said that the "workers. . . 
must be prepared for violence 
out of self defense!” 


THIS THEME of ‘ violence” 
runs through much of the neo­ 
radical literature and liturgy. 
Not too long ago, the publica­ 
tion of the Workers World par­ 
ty, which has its headquarters 
in mid-Manhattan, called for 
formation of defense guards 
which are "organized, drilled 
and trained in the use of arms ” 
This organization 
also has 
appealed for funds to buy rifles 
for "freedom fighters ” 
Most active in the champion­ 
ing of Communist China’s pol­ 
icies of guerrilla warfare and 
violent revolution, has been the 
group known as Hammer and 
Steel It operates out of Boston 
and boasts of covering all New 
England. It also calls for emu­ 
lation of the Cuban revolution 
in the United States and actu­ 
ally demands an armed Negro 
revolt. 
Thus goes the new radicalism 
- fanning out across the coun 
try as "parties.” "Alliances.” 
“s o c i e t i e s,”

And the trouble they stir up 
across the United States is im­ 
mediately blared out across the 
world by the massive prop­ 
aganda machine of Peking, de­ 
faming us and costing us the 
friendship of many peoples.

As you approach this strange 
scheme called Medicare from 
almost any point of view, your 
amazement 
mounts. 
H ow. 
even in the make-believe of 
politics, can this be taken seri­ 
ously as national policy? Let us 
consider on this occasion only 
the burden it would place upon 
a young worker who is 30 years 
of age in 1964. 
This man started to work for 
a corporation when he 
was 
25. He married on the strength 
of his new job. He made a down 
payment on a home and on its 
furnishings and on an automo­ 
bile. Also, he took out insurance 
on his life and for medical and 
hospital care and on his pos­ 
sessions. 
Now he is 30. He has two 
children and, despite pay raises, 
he has real problems in meet­ 
ing Ins financial obligations. 


HE REALIZES that the next IO 
years are likely to be Hie most 
demanding of his life. Cars and 
carpets and TV sets and wash­ 
ing machines and refrigerators 
are going to wear out and will 
v ed to be replaced. His grow­ 
ing children need the things that 
suit their ages, and his wife 
must look well. 
One September evening he 
read in the newspaper that the 
Senate has passed something 
called Medicare. And 
so the 
next afternoon he stopped on 
his way home to see the man 
who always helped him with his 
income tax returns and other 
financial problems. 
His ques­ 
tion was, “If this thing gets to 
be a law. what does it mean to 
me?” 
His adviser spread out some 
papers on his desk and replied: 
“ If this passes, your social se­ 
curity tax on $5,600 of your in­ 
come will go up from $174 this 
year to $238 in 1965. There are 
other 
increases 
ahead, 
and 
when you are 37 you will pay 
$291.20, or $117 20 more than 
now. 


“YOUR EMPLOYER will pay 
an equal amount for you. But 
he can pass on this cost in the 
prices of what he sell s. And 
you will be paying more for 
things that you buy.” 
"What do I get for all this 
money that I pay?” 
"Thirty-five years from now 
you will be entitled to 50 days 


in a hospital and 150 days in a 
nursing home. Your wife will be 
entitled to c e r t a i n benefits 
also.” 
After dinner our bewildered 
friend dropped into his Demo­ 
cratic district club and told his 
story to the worldly wise dis­

w o r r y,” said

knows

I have trouble enough 
now to meet all my bills, with 
a family growing up and other 
expenses.”

The improvement of St. Clair 
Ave. also will facilitate reach­ 
ing the school, board members 
said, 
adding that a survey 
showed if the high school were 
located on the tract this year 
that 150 fewer high school pupils 
would have to be transported.

STUDIES reported from Mt 
Sinai Hospital and Development 
Clinic of New York City show 
that: I. Parents of fat children 
often are fat themselves, with 
distorted eating problems;

Mothers tend to stuff the in­ 
fant and young child with food; 
3. Some parents of obese babies 
and 
young 
children 
suppose 
these 
youngsters 
don’t 
eat 
enough food; 4. Some mothers 
use food as a reward- a cookie 
or lollipop — to make a child 
stop crying and be good. 
Also some children — 5. 8 or 
14—who don’t have good out­ 
lets of interest and energy and 
feel they don’t get the atten- 
they crave to have, and being 
unable to give reasons for such 
feelings, may say, "I’m hun­ 
gry.” and eat more and more 
when frustrated. 
J 
When the physician .suggests 
to the parent that her obese 
child wants to eat so much and 
so often because he is emo­ 
tionally disturbed, she may give 
up her attempt to limit his in­ 
take of calories and heave a 
sigh of relief, feeling she has 
no further responsibilities for 
his weight. 


TOO OFTEN, perhaps, the ex­ 
pert works only with the obese 
child directly, and not with the 
parents, to correct his emotional 
disturbances. This expert may- 
even warn parents to let up on 
their efforts to limit the obese 
child's intake of calories. 
I’ve seen a few cases of these 
obese children who are under 
expert treatm ent 
(of course. 


they 
may 
not 
be 
typical 
cases). They not only eat fat­ 
tening foods at regular meals, 
with no apparent restraint, but 
also often nibbled on other higb- 
calorie foods between meals, 
especially 
while viewing TV. 
Some of them spent excessive­ 
ly long periods before a TV set. 
In my judgment, merely to 
diagnose the obese child as emo­ 
tionally disturbed, without guid­ 
ing his parents in an effective 
program of limiting the child’s 
intake of fattening food, and 
without seeing that he gets ade­ 
quate physical exercise, doesn’t 
have great promise. 
One large contribution to fat­ 
ness in children is the preva­ 
lence 
of 
excessive 
permis­ 
siveness by parents. The chil­ 
dren get what they want when 
they want it Among these wants 
are more foods of the kind they 
like most 
to eat. 
Everybody 
knows the general nature of 
these foods. 


PARENTS who don’t want 
their children to be overweight 
at 6. 15 or when grown - up. 
will teach them early and con­ 
tinuously 
t h e 
unambiguous 
meaning of the little word “no” 
and will enforce this command 
decisively and limit their intake 
of food.

Markets Sell 
Area Produce 


Locally - grown items of fresh 
fruits and vegetables are very 
much a feature of this week’s 
food markets, according to the 
Mahoning County Co-operative 
Extension Service, which said 
the apple harvest is somewhat 
earlier than normal as recent 
hot weather matured the fruit 
quite rapidly. 
The quality of this fruit is 
above average this year as 
weather 
conditions 
developed 
excellent color and a desirable 
flavor. 
Increasing amounts of McIn­ 
tosh. a favorite fall variety are 
now available. 
In addition to apples, an ex­ 
cellent selection of other fruits 
provide a lot of variety. 
Peppers, tomatoes, corn, cab­ 
bage, snap beans, lettuce, and 
cucumbers are providing some 
of this week’s price leaders for 
fresh vegetables. 
Tomatoes have reached the 
low point in price for the sea­ 
son. If not entirely ripe, to­ 
matoes can be kept at room 
temperature for several days 
until fully ripe. Ripe tomatoes 
stored in a refrigerator for any 
length of time develop an off 
taste and flat flavor. Ripe to­ 


matoes should be refrigerated 
just before using. 
The new season for sweet po­ 
tatoes is underway, and prices 
are already as reasonable as at 
any time during the past win­ 
ter. 
Potato prices continue to ease 
downward as harvest progress­ 
es on the main season crop. 
Poultry broilers continue in 
rather ample supply.

Wouldn’t it be nice if you 
could always get a plumber 
quickly every time you needed 
one? 
No use kidding yourself. You 
can’t. It isn’t always the plumb­ 
er’s fault, either. He can’t help 
it if a pipe in your house springs 
a leak while he is out on an­ 
other job or away for the week­ 
end or otherwise unavailable. 
The point we’d like to get 
across now is that there are 
times when you can’t get a 
plumber when you need him, re­ 
gardless of the reason. 
That’s the time you’d better 
know something 
about th e 
plumbing system in the house. 
Most especially, 
you 
should 
know the location of every wa­ 
ter valve sn that you can shut 
off the proper one in case of 
an emergency. 
In some houses, there is a 
shutoff valve for every plumb­ 
ing fixture, usually close to the 


fixture itself. But in most oth­ 
ers, one valve takes care of two 
or more fixtures. Every house 
has a main valve by which all 
the water can be shut off. 
Tbe man of the house very 
often knows where the main 
shutoff valve is, but is a little 
fuzzy about which of tile other 
valves control which lines. 
Even if he knows the loca­ 
tion of every valve; and which 
line it is on, he makes the com­ 
mon mistake of keeping the in­ 
formation to himself. The result 
is that when an emergency oc­ 
curs during his absence, nobody 
else in the house has any idea 
of how to shut off the water. 
Hie solution: learn where ev- 
e«7 valve is, then mark each 
with a tag explaining which line 
it controls and how to shut it 
off, that is, clockwise. 
In the event of a leak, quick­ 
ly shutting off the water can 
minimize damage to the house.

How Can I ?

Q.—How can I go about re­ 
sizing a limp and lifeless rug? 
A.—You can resize a small 
rug without too much difficul­ 
ty. Dissolve four ounces of flake 
glue completely in two quarts 
of boiling water. Lay the rug, 
which has been cleaned thor­ 
oughly, face down on the floor 
and tack it at intervals to hold 
it straight. Brush the glue solu­ 
tion lightly and sparingly over 
the back, being careful not to 
let it soak through. Let the rug 
dry in this position at least 24 
hours before relaying it. 


Q.—How ean I clean bronze 
ornaments? 
A.—These items should not be 
washed Dust carefully, and fol­ 
low with a wiping with a cloth 
moistened in paraffin oil. Pol­ 
ish with a chamois. 


Q.—How can I add more life 
to my nylons? 
A.—Give t h e m a freezing 
treatment. Wet them, put into a 


plastic bag, and place in the 
deep freeze or in the freezing 
compartment of your refrigera­ 
tor. Take them out after they 
have frozen, and let thaw Then 
squeeze out. and hang up to 


dry.

do about 
grease spots that have been al­ 
lowed to become well set in 
fabric? 
A.—You can try "lighting fire 
with fire ” 
R u b iresh grease 
into the spots, then wash im­ 
mediately. 


Q —How can I make a better 
job of repairing fairly l a r g e 
holes in plastered walls? 
A —Cleansing tissues, paper 
towels, and other similar papers 
can be used to help retain the 
patching plaster in these holes. 
Wet the paper, wad it. and then 
press into the hole to be re­ 
paired. molding carefully to fit 
the hole. Then apply the fresh 
plaster over it. The porous pap­ 
er absorbs some of the plaster, 
and becomes an integral part 
of the wall.

ANSWER: NATO is short for North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization. It was formed by 12 nations which signed the 
North Atlantic Pact,” April 4. 1949. After the Communists 
had seized Czechoslovakia in 1948, various free world nations 
decided to unite to resist aggression and also to cooperate 
in economic and military matters in times of peace. The na­ 
tions originally signing the pact were Belgium, Canada. Den­ 
mark, France. Great Britain. Iceland. Italy, Luxembourg, 
The Netherlands, Norway, Portugal and the United States. 
The flags of these countries are shown at the top and bottom 
of our picture. To the right are the flags of Greece, Turkey 
and West Germany, which joined the NATO alliance later. 
By 
the terms of the 
treaty, 
an attack 
on any one of these 
countries is to be considered by the others as an attack on 
themselves. The headquarters of NATO is a large building 
on the outskirts of Paris. France, which is shaped like the 
letter “A” for Atlantic. The treaty binds all members for 20 
years after signing; after that any member may withdraw 
one year after notifying the others.
